Subscriptions are wanted to the snug 
amount of $200,000. As it is to be raised in sums of $500, it is not to be a 

As like as not they’ll 
call it ‘‘ Christ’s Church,” although he had nothing to do with it, by subscrip- - 
tion or otherwise. 

Advertisements like the following often appear in the London newspapers : 
‘Next presentation for sale, desirable benefice in Bucks. Incume about $300 
a year, besides a good house. Church and schoolsin good repair. Prospects 
of early possession. Price asked £1,500. No reasonable offer refused if sold 
at once.” Respecting this the Echo observes: ‘‘It was said of old, ‘ Make 
not thy father’s house a bouse of merchandize,’ but that was a lony time ago, 
and we have grown wiser since then.” Peter, the Apostle, talked in this wise 
of professed preachers of the Gospel who would sell ‘ livings :’ ‘* And throngh 
covetousness shall they with feigned words make merchandise of you, whose 
judgment now of a long time lingereth not, and their damnation slumbereth 
not. ‘ 

U. S. Minister Bingham has obtained, from a native savant, some statistics 
concerning earthquakes during the past fifteen centuries. ‘‘ From these it 
appears that the number of destructive earthquakes recorded is 149. The 
ninth century was most prolific in these, reaching 18 ; in the fifteenth century 
there were 15 ; the same in the seventeenth ; 13 in the 18th; and 16 in the 

resent century. The recorded average is one great earthquake every ten years; 

ut the nineteenth century gives one every five years. Unusually high tem- 
perature and strange atmospheric changes have been noticed as precursors of 
great convulsions, especially in the earthquake which desolated the city of 

eddo in 1855.” Seeing that the present century is only two-thirds past, it 
is ahead of all the previous fifteen centuries in these terraqueous disturbances. 
This is in accerdance with prophetic utterances concerning the latter days and 
the time immediately preceding ‘‘ the coming of the Son of Man.”

It can be with no feelings of egotism 
or of self-glorification, that our once 
young convert, now a man of experi- 
ence, brings out both Day Book and 
Ledger, and makes out his balance 
sheet, so that he may see how the 
investment of a life has paid ; whether 
from the changes, privations, and 
experiences he comes out a richer or a 
poorer man, varter of a century 
ago, he found himself figuratively, 
“poor and miserable, blind and 
naked,” and the question is now per 
tinent, is he richer, happier, does he 
see more, and is he better élad, than 
in the days of yore? or after havin 
given the warmth and enthusiasm o 
yeuth, the force and vigor of early 
maphood, and the power of maturer 
years, is the system he received still 
as attractive, as desirable, and as pre- 
cious as anticipated in his early 
thoughts and dreams? We ask him 
the question squarely—we expect a 
dedided answer. 

Tu the point then—this man has not 
reeeded from a solitary truth of his early 
life; every principle that he received 
at his mother’s knee and from his 
father’s lips, every truth taught him 
in the Wesleyan Sabbath school, every 
truth taught by the Primitive Method: 
ists, every truth received when with 
the Ohurch of Hngland, every truth 
imbibed in the Baptist Church, every 
truth of the Swedenborgian Church, 
the Roman Catholic Church, the Uni- 
tarian Church, with the Secularists, 
the Infidels, the Socialists, and the 
Atheist, is still in his possession, nut 
one so far as memery or reflection 
serves has been discarded, but all 


truths individualized or held by these 


and numerous other organizations have 
to him beceme orderly, these in find- 
ing their place have become systema 
tized, and the relative bearing of 
principle upon principle and truth 
upon truth is better understood ; it 
has ‘been discovered that there are no 
wnimportant, er su ueus, or non- 
essential truths, that no truth is 


of value only when made applicable to, 
and absorbed by the practice of a life ; 
so that there are no regrets for known 
but truths yet linger- 
ing outside the purview of experience, 
or use in the sects which have a name 
or loeus standi in the midst of Christ- 
endom, 

And in addition to these truths thus 
re-revealed, many others have been 
received which vitalize and give round. 
ness to the whole, truths which are 
discarded, rejected, denied, or un- 
known by the churches and organisa- 
tions of man ; firat and foremost there 
is the grand conception of our spiritual 
origin, that in the eternities, being was 
bestowed; that God is the Father of 
the spirit—that which constitutes the 
man; and that Jesus when he taught 
his disciples to pray ‘‘Our Father,” 
did not mean it in any vague, myste- 
rious, inexplicable sense, but as a pure 
unadulterated truth or fact; ounse- 
quent upon this is the overthrow of 
that myth of Christendom, that the 
Father is ‘‘a being without body, 
parts, or passions ;” re-revealed truth 
says that he is an organized being, a 

ersonage of tabernacle, and this reve- 
ation supplements, yet harmonises 
with the vld; that when it says that 
He ‘‘ made man in his own image,” it 
means just what it says; when it is 
declared that Jesus was ‘‘ the bright- 
ness of his Father’s glory, and the 
express image of his person,” it simpl 
states this, not in a fictitious, mysteri- 
ous sense, but as a matter of truth or 
fact. 

As tbe result of this, it follows that 
like man (yet in a more perfeet and 
absolute sense,) God can manifest 
himself, and communicate with those 
of his children who by virtue of pre- 
paration er appointment are entitled 


to so inestimable a privilege ; in view 


of this Scriptural and eternal truth, 
the lie is given to Christendom which 
asserts that ‘‘no mere revelation is 
possible to man.” 

Again, according to all antecedent, 
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it is not probable that this Father will 
reveal himself to mankind en masse at 
present, but that to them it will be 
throngL the medium of bis sent ser 
vants and Prophets, who belong to 
the human family ; like Her Majesty’s 
government, the goverment of God 
is representative, and while every sub 
ject in a general xense way be entitled 
to audience and to petition, teaching 
is yet generally indirect and through 
appointed representation, It was in 
the exercise of this undoubted right to 
minister by deputy, that Jcsus-came 
to man; that he revealed and esta 
blished a system which in all its parts, 
being the product of divine intelligence, 
wasieminently qualified to minister to 
the neéds and comprehension of man ; 
that every element was inc -rporated 
into that system which could aid man 
to fulfil ‘‘ the measure of his creation,” 
that it was made up of essentiale, and 
divested of every thing that, wag super- 
flaous, an-} thar all pertaining to it 
was eternal truth; that vo matter how 
despised, how perverted or divided, it 
was in its entirety, purity, and simpli. 
city, the only real ‘‘Guod news to 
man,” the only ‘‘ way of salvation,” 
the **New and Everlasting Gospel,” 
obedienes to which will infallibly re. 
turn man home, when this proba:ion 
shall forever close and pass away, 
That although this system has often 
been‘ rejected by man, even when 
revealed by the highest authority its 
restoration was the sul:ject of prophecy 
and purely a question of time; that 
our day witnesses to its restoration 
through a prepared medium and toa 
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prepared people; that Joseph Smith. 
was that medium, and that the Latter. 
day Saints are that people ; that this 
system is just as absolute in this age 
as it was 1,800 years ayo, that it ig 
just as essential, just as divine, conse- 
quently just as productive of testimony 
and powerful and efficient as to results;. 
that while it harmonizes as a whole 
and also in detail with the record of 
past aves which men call the produet. 
of inspiration— the word of God, it ig 
in no sense produced from that book, 
but is original, direct, unperverted 
and complete ; that this re-revelation 
of truth, ordinance, and Gospel, im. 
plies and includes the restoration and. 
authority to officiate in the holy mini- 
stry; that it implies a Church ; that 
this Church is not after the manner of 
men, nor the result of man’s wisdom, , 
but that as in the olden time ‘‘G 
hath set some in the. Church, first. 
Apostles, secondarily Prophets, thirdly 
Teachers, after that miracles, then 
vifts of healings, helps. governments, 
diversities of tongues’ (1 Cor. xii, 28); 
that this organization, these officers, 
this Priesthood, is ‘‘ for the perfecting 
of the Saints, for the work of. the. 
ministry, for the edifying of the body 


-of Christ ;” that by their ministration.

Memphis mere mines of mummies, 
Jcrusalem abandoned to dirt and devo- 
tees, Athens a grave of departed glory 
and Rome a combination of convent 
and curiosity shop. But Constantino- 
ple is invested with as: much interest 
and importance to-day as when Philip 
of Macedon was beaten back from its 
walls; as when the crusaders turned 
aside from their pious mission to do 
such deeds there as devils might blush 
to own; as when the victorious Tark 
struck the marble cclumn in the church 
of St. Sophia with his bloody hand and 
cried: ‘‘There is no God but God, 
and Mohammed is prophet!” 
Thougb more than 2,500 years have 
passed since its foundations were Jai, 
though every government which then 
existed (the Chinese ouly excepted) 
has perished utterly, though the Old 
civilization, wlth its society, its creeds, 
its science and its philosophy, has 
passed away, though a new religion 
tules the fairest portions of the globe, 
and anew world has been plucked from 


the bosom of the western seas—yet 


Constantinople retains so much of its 
pristine value that the proudest na- 
tions in Europe are ready to fight for 
its possession. Nor can we imagine 
that a time will ever come when the 
jeweled ring of Othman’s dream will 
be considered less precious than it is 
now. For Constantinople is an impe- 
rial city by right of birth, a cosmupo 
litan city by right of position, and will 
maintain its power and prestige in Eu 
ropean diplomacy when London and 


Paris, Berlin and St. Petersburg, have 


lost theirs. 

Yet, old as it.is, Constantinople con. 
tains few relics of antiquity, few tokens 
of its illustrious past. A portion of 
.the old wall, built by Theodosius, has 
been spared. Nothankstotbe Turks, 
however, for SultanAbdul Medjid gave 
it to his mother, who proposed to sell 
the venerable stones and pocket the 
proceeds, At the personal solicitation 
of the British ambassador the royal 
lady consented to take the cash and 


deave the stones, and so they remain 


in their original places, scarred all over 
with the marks of the various sieges 
they have endured, and with huge 
gaps here atid there which climbing 
Wines drape in a gentle garniture of 


green, asif to brighten the features of 
decay. It was in one of these gaps that 
the last Greek emperor died, sword 
in hand, fighting vainly against the 
swarming hosts of Mohammed II. His 
body, dragged ont from beneath a pile 
of slain, was recognized by the golden 
eagles embroidered on his buckskins 
and presented to the bratal conqueror, 
who cut off the head and seht it through 
the provinces of the empire as an evi- 
dence of his triumph. There is S:. 
Sophia with its pavement. of waved 
marble to imitate the rolling of the 
sea, and its one hundred and seven 
columns of marble, and gra- 
nite which Justinian stole from the 
heathen shrines of the farther East to 
deck the temple of Jehovah and Jesus. 
Here for ten centuries the Byzantine 
emperors were solemnly crowned, and 
here their requiems were sung. Here 
on the awful twenty-ninth of May 
1453, a helpless crowd of Christians 
sought refuge, and were massacred to 
the Jast man by the savage victors. 
Here for four hundred and twenty-five 
years no Chr'stian prayer has been 
-said, but under these arches which 
Christian faith reared, the creed of the 
Arabian camel. driver has been repeated 
by his disciples with that fervent zeal 
which no misfortune can check or chill. 
Is not St. Sophia destined to go back 
to its first love ; change from mosque 
to church, as it changed frum church 
to mosque, and contain worsbippers 
who bow toward Jerusalem and not 
toward Mecca ? 
Locking npon Constantinople in the 
light of its he'ter and brighter days— 
days thar reflected the splendors uf the 
Roman Empire—and realizing its cap*- 
bilities fur afatore grandeur than its 
graudest past, dees not ‘*the erernal 
fitness. of things” demand that ths 
Turk shall cease ‘to own what his 
ownership has degraded and well nich 
destroyed ? The waters of the Golden 
Horn are as pure and biue and spark- 
ling as when first cut by the barks of 
the adventurous Megarians; the sky 
tbat bends above them is as tender 
and radiant as when it first cauvhr the 
enraptured gaze of the beanty- looking 
Greeks ; the sea and land mingle to- 
gether in the same happy and harmo- 
nions unien as when their graces and 


their wealth were the theme of Helle- | 
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nic song and story—but the curse of 
Ottoman misrule blights it all. Shall 
that curse remain forever? Not unless 


man is stronger than the unseen and 
irresistible forces which shape the des 
tinies of the race.— Ex. | 


THE BRITISH PROTECTORATE OF ASIATIC TURKEY. 


The startling announcement of an 
alliance between England and Turkey, 
by which the Asiatic territories of the 
Sultan are guaranteed to him in their 
integrity, by the British Government, 
is-probably fraught with momentuous 
issues to the destiny of this country. 

The student of prophecy and the 

devout man who has made the word of 

God his study will however recognize 
in this event a prophetic sign of the 
times. 

1. Fhe student of prophecy primarily 
observes in this Anylo Turkish conven- 
tion the important fact that the Holy 
Land is now for the first time under 
the protection of Great Britain. Syria, 
Palestine and Jerusalem, have not 
indeed come as completely under the 
British protectorate as our colonies and 
dependencies, but they are no longer 
entirely under Turkish sway. 

The sense of insecurity of person and 
property, that was a harrier to the 
return of the Jews there, will now be 
diminished, for our national character 
for integrity and just administration | 
will be an encouragement to the Jews 
to emigrate in large numbers to Pales. 
tine. 

2. The way is thus facilitated for the 
restoration of the Jews. That-despised 
but glorious race, scattered throughout 
the earth, mixing with every people 
under the sun, yet distinct and separate 
from all, can now return to their an. 
cient home with more confidence. In 
England they have a friendly power, 
here no bar exists to their advancement, 
and in England they know their race 
will find a protector able and willing 
to take note of injustice inflicted on 
them and redress it. — 

We may therefore expect them to 
flock back soon in large numbers to the 
place of their rest, to Jerusalem the 

city of the great King, beautiful for 
situation, the joy of the whole earth. 
This nation has now onder her con- 


trol, for the first time, the land of the 


Jew, and her interest as well as her 
inclination will prompt her to fulfil the 
word of prophecy, and offer facilities 
for the settlement of the Jews in their 
own land, | 

3. The Israelitish instrumentality 
through which this position has beén 
brought about is a matter of signifi- 
cance. The prime mover in the foreign 
policy of our Government, since the 
Eastern Question has become promin- 
ent, bas not been Lord Salisbury, 
neither was it Lord Derby. Thereins 
of power have been held throughott 
the negotiations by Lerd Beaconsfield. 
Whether his policy be beneficial, or 
detrimental to this country, whatever 
the result, it is indisputable that the 
originator of the British protectorate is 
of Jewish extraction, Benjamin Dis- 
raeli, Earl of Beaconsfield. He has 
taken the lead in all measures that 
have drawn the Government into closer 
relations with the East ; he it was who 
publicly and privately displayed sym- 
pathy with Turkey ; and it is he who 
has taken a step unprecedented in our 
annals, and has gone -in person toa 
Congress convened for the settlement 
of the Eastern Question. 

This personage’s character is a reé- 
markable one. Hehasclimbed up from .- 
a stool in an attorney’s office to the 
Premiership of England, and is by race 
and by sympathy a Jew. One who 
knows him well recently wrote of him: 
‘¢ The wholesecret of Lord Beaconfield’s 
life lies in his Jewish blood. He makes 
it a matter of self glorification ;’ and 
is before all things, and in all his wa 
and thoughts, pre-eminently Jewish. 
His origin is a fact the nature ef which 
he never forgets. If this little obser- 
vation be doubted, a reference to his 
‘Life of Lord George Bentinck’ will 
prove the assertion. | 

In that work he claims for the Jews 
the highest places in all ranks. He 
denies that the small section of the 
Jewish race which dwelt in Palestine 
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rejected Christ. ‘The reverse is the 
truth. Had it not been for the Jews 
of Palestine the good tidings of our 
Lord would have been unknown for 
ever to the Northern and Western 
races. The first preachers of the gospel 
were Jews, and none else ; the histor 
iahs of the gospel were Jews, and none 
else.” And then he adds a statement 
that we hear often from our Gentile 
pulpits, ‘* No one has ever been per 
mitted to write under the inspiration: 
of the Holy Spirit, except a Jew.” 

Passing down the ages he contends 
‘‘ there is no race that has so delighted, 
fascinated, elevated, and ennobled Eu. 
rope as the Jewieh.” ‘‘ The sons and 
daughters of Israel” ‘‘ have been, and 
still are, the most entranciny singers, 
graceful dancers, and exquisite musi 
cians.” The great composers who 
hereafter will rank with Homer, with 
Sophocles, with Praxiteles, or with 
Phidias, are the descendants of those 
Arabian tribes who conquered Canaan 
and who, by favor of the Most High, 
have done more with less means even 
than the Athenians.” 

Another fact and one also significant, 
is that Lord Beaconsfield has been sup- 
ported in the press on the question of 
foreign policy by a daily newspaper 
previously and usually opposed to him 
and his party. And this newspaper, 
possessing an enormous circulation, has 
exercised its influence over its widely 
extended circle of readers, to the sur. 
prise of all in favor of the policy of 
Lord Beaconsfield. It is the property 
of Mr. Levy, a Jew. 

_ 4 The Anglo Russian Convention is 
Important, as it confirms the view held 
by the ablest expositors, that England 
is one of the ten tues of the composite 
image which Nebuchadnezzar saw (Dan. 
ii, s) and oue of tiie teu horns of the 
parallel figure of the beast (Dan. vii. 7 
and Rev. xii. 3). The Convention 
draws together intu one body by a com- 


munity of interests the nations of 
Cessar’s Roman Empire, which will 
eventually make the ten-kingdomed 
alliance to which we have referred in 
former articles. 
England and Turkey have taken 
their places side by side by a treaty ; 
and round those two nations, as a neu- 
cleus, will gather, in the fulness of 
time, four Eastern states, probably 
Greece, Syria, Egypt, and Tripoli, and 
four Western, probably France, Spain, 
Austria, and Italy, in opposition to the 
future alliance of Germany and Ruasia, 
which are outside the Ruman Empire. 
The Roman Empire will then be 
rounded off as in the days of Cassar, 
and stand complete preparatory to the 
appearance of the eleventh Little Horn, 
small, insignificant in its commence- 


ment, but destined to attain universal - 


monarchy as the Last Personal Anti- 
christ during the final 34 years, in 
connexion with therapidly approaching 
Second Advent of Christ. 

A persudl of Ezekiel xxxviii. and 
Xxxix., throws great light upon these 
matters and poiuts to Enyland as to 
the ‘* merchants of Tarshish,” who are 
to intervene on behalf of the restored 
Jews in the last days against Russi 
indicated by ‘‘ Gog of the land of Ma- 
gog” coming out of the North parts. 

The Pall Mall Gasette says—‘‘ Among 
the many questions suggested more or 
less seriously was this, that the Congress 
shoud deal with that of the establish- 
ment of a Jewish Empire in Palestine. 
A Hungary deputy, M. Istoczy, gravely 
proposed, at a recent sitting of the 
Hungarian Parliament, that the Cun- 
gress should be invited by the Govern- 
ment to take steps for restoring them 
to their ancient home in Asia. Jewish 
interests, Jewish politics, Jewish states- 
men, Jewish journalists, Jewish finan- | 
ciers, direct the destinies of all great 
states and influence all governments.”

THE REV. S. ANTLIFF’S LECTURE. 


Tue above gentleman, who visited Salt Lake City in 1874, has been reciting 
his observations and experience hefore a Chester audience, having come from 
London where he is located, for the earenmary of the Primitive Methodist 
Chapel in that city. 

There is still more or less attraction in this topic, and the services of so 
prominent a man a8 Dr. Antliff is valuable in many respects ; his testimony tuo 
the industry and patience of the citizens of Utah (that is of the Latter-day 
Saint), and his truthful portraiture of Salt Lake City, are everything that 
could be wished, but so far as ‘‘ Mormonism” itself (the great creator of this 
** oasis of the desert”) is concerned, a less expensive and more reliable speaker 
conld have been had within but a few miles of Chester. | 
_ The speaker gave his hearers to understand that he was a long time oppo- 
ment of a system which after the lapse of 30 years he does not yet appear te 
‘understand ; it wonld have been well if some one who did so understand could 
have given that roundness and completeness which the lecture as reported now 
lacks ; yet it is not improbable that the reporter realized this defect, and so com- 
pressed the latter part which should really contain the pith of his subject, and 
be unmarred by misstatements or blunders of any kind. : 

The doctor claims to have been ‘‘ somewhat famous” and ‘ well 
known” to the Latter-day Saints “‘a quarter of a‘century ago.” If ever this 
was the case (which is somewhat donbtful), his name and fame must have 
become fearfully diminished ; or it may be that a man who is a D.D. is no self. 
important that he concludes every one else is equally oppressed. He asserted 
that one of the Apostles whom he expected to meet in debate had ‘‘a revela- 
tion,” and told his congregation that ‘‘ hell had boiled old Antliff out, that he 
_. was to torment the Saints for a season, after which he was to return to his own 
~ place.” Inasmuch as the speaker only ‘‘ heard” this, it is to be presumed as 
without foundation, some one was testing evidently the cred ulity of probably 
an otherwise very wortby man. : 

It appears that some enthusiastic young Elder waited upon our lecturer “to 
put him right in points of doctrine,” the following states the interview: ‘I. 
asked him what sort of education he had received, and when he said, ‘‘ Not 
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much,” I believed him. (Laughter.) ‘‘ But,” I said to him, ‘‘ how do you 
manage to teach ?” for he said he was a teacher. ‘‘ Now I cannot teach until 
Ihave learned.” ‘‘Qh,” he said, am inspired.” ‘‘ Then,” I said, ‘‘ you 
have a very decided advantage over me, for I have to learn by heed labor 
‘pefore I can manage to teach. Amongst other things he said he was inspired 
to tell me that the authorized translations of the Holy Scriptures were untrust- 
worthy, and so I reached him a copy of the original, and asked him to read me 
a little of that. Hedidn’t know what it was. I said to him, Now isn’t this 
remarkable? The man whu wrote this professed to be inspired to write it, and 
you say you are inspired but cinuot read it. (Laughter.) However, I think 
I can explain it: their inspiration came downwards, and yours came upwards.” 
{Laughter.) _ This appears to have amused wonderfully these Primitive 
Methodists, but whether from its essential pith and wit, from its improbability, 
or from the fact that a Doctor of Divinity related it as a specimen of his 
superior education, the reporter left us to conjecture; but as the doctor 
inclines to the uvpinion ‘‘ that there is an eternal fitness in things’”—illustrating 
it by a reference to Salt Lake City University, of which he said, ‘*‘ Tae build- 
ang was a pour one, and he believed the educational advantages were somewhat 
in harmony with the building,’ we may conclude that both the doctur’s educa- 

tion and deyree were received in a very poor building. 

It is remarkable that he should estimate so highly in many respects the 
character of the Jate Prest. Brigham Young—he declares that ‘‘ his mental 
capacity was vreat,” that ‘‘ he was no ordinary man,” that ‘‘he might have 
gucceeded as a military leader,” that ‘‘he might have won his way. as an 
engineer or surveyor,” and that a ‘‘man who could keep together a motley 
crowd frem all nations, weld them into one community, keeping them under 
his authority year after year and decade after decade, would have succeeded 
asaruler or a king,” only all this excellency had to be depreciated by the 
insinuation that although ‘‘ undoubtedly Brigham was a great man,” that 
“great men were not always good men; a man might be a great man and yet 
have a great capacity for wickedness,” which gratuitously interpolated truism 
was angenerous and deceptive, unless he had produced the proof either from 
reliable aud authenticated statements, or from the nature and results of the 
institutions which this me? ee great man gave his life to 
establish. 

In enumerating the religious peculititities of the * Morindéiig” he states their 
ideas in regard to the ‘‘ Book of Mormon,” giving somewhat of its character as 
believed by them, then gives its: origin as expressed by enemies, of course 
leaning to the latter, and making the former ludicrous by his presentations ; 
but like his assumed conversation with the young Elder, so are his conclusions 
in regard to the ‘‘ Book of Mormon,” place either or both in the mouth of an 
infidel, and Dr. Antliff and his religion would have to fight for its laurels, and 
even then might fail. He also tells us that the ‘‘ Mormons” believe ‘‘ God to 
be an immortal being, and that he has parts exactly like a man ;” ‘that he 
@an eat, drink, and walk about like a man.” Well, what of that? Does not 
the Bible teach the same? The doctor says he never could induce any of the 
Latter-day Saints ‘‘to tell him which part of the human family he most. nearly 
resembled ;” they could have told him which of the human family must nearly 
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resemble God, but to the obfuscated brain of the enquirer this was not even 
suggested! But the ‘‘ Mormons” also believe tbat ‘‘ baptism by immersion 
is essential to salvation.” Very well, did not Jesus say, ‘‘ Except a man be 
born of water...... he cannot enter into the kingdom of God” (John iii, 6.) 
Does Dr. Antliff want any higher authority ? | 

We are also told that ‘‘ this baptism must be administered by a ‘ Mormon” 
officer ;” the doctor tacitly admits by his practice that baptism is of no value 
as he administers it; the ‘‘ Mormon” asserts that in his case the ordinance 
will be of no more ies if he is wnealled ef God to act in that capacity ; and 
they also conclude that only unauthorized men would deprecate an ordinance 
of which Peter declared that as those in the ark ‘‘ were saved by water,” so 
‘* baptism doth also now save us” (1 Peter iii, 20, 21). He further said, the 
** Mormons” believe that ‘‘when men die they pass into a middle state, a sort 
ef purgatory. Men who had died unimmersed by ‘‘ Mormons,” if they had 
friends who sympathized with them, those friends should submit to immersion 
by a *‘ Mormon” officer on behalf of those persons gone ; that was being ‘‘ bap- 
tiged for the dead.” Well now, was there not an ordinance of that kind in 
the early Church? If without this birth of water men ‘‘ cannot enter into the 
kingdom of God,” will anything else or other than proxy baptism answer the 
law? Dr. Antliff in some sense believes Jn proxy salvation, why not extend 
its operation at least as far as Scriptural warrant extends?” ‘‘ Else what shall 
they do which are baptized for the dead, if the dead rise not at all? Why are 
they then baptized for the dead?’ And asto what the doctor calls ,“‘the 
middle state,” or to make it obnoxious by association, ‘‘ purgatory,” is there 
then no ‘‘ Paradise,” and was it not prophesied of Jesus, that he should “ pro- 
claim liberty to the captives, and the opening of the prison to them that are 
bound ?” (Isa. Ixi, 1). And did not Peter pvint out the literal fulfilment of 
this prophecy, when he declared that after Jesus had been ‘‘ put to death in 
the flesh he was quickened by the spirit,” and that by this quickening, he went 
and ‘‘preached to the spirits in prison, who sometime were disubedient, when 
the longsuffering of God waited in the days of Noah?”’(1 Peter iii, 19, 20). 

He also tells us ‘‘the Mormons have prophets, apostles, and other inspired 
officers, and that @l/ the officers mentioned in the Scriptures are to be found 
among the Mormons.” This speaks well for them, for when these officers were 
originally ‘‘ placed in the Church,” it was by divine authority, and there is a | 
possibility of their being ‘‘ placed” again ; and as to the ‘‘ miracles,” have we 
not far more testimony, living testimony, than Dr. Antliff has to the miracles 
of the New Testament? The report concludes by saying that ‘‘ the Mormons 
try a great deal to make proselytes ; in order to do this they quote Scripture, 
they plead their persecutions, their disinterestedness, and finally they appeal 
to miracles.” Are nui these methods all legitimate? Were they not used by 
Jesus, by the Apvstles, and by the primitive Church? Are not these appeals 
tangible, or will our friend suggest any better? They may not be applicable 
to his system, or he may be in the position of the eontroversialist who was 
reminded that the facts were against him, to which he replied, ‘‘So much 
worse fur the facts.” It is said that ‘‘ the lecturer tuok these arguments and 
completely refuted them.” How he did it we are left in blissful ignorance, 
but we may judge from an illustration of his lecture both as to probable truth 
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and method, in speaking of the founding of Salt Lake City, we are gravely _ 


told that it was ‘‘ more than a thousand miles from the ahodes of civilized 
men, it was then desolate and a desert,” and that ‘‘ the name is still retained, 


‘and the Mormon newspaper is called the ‘Desolate News.” It is sufficient to. 


say that the Church organ is ¢alled the ‘‘ Deseret” News, the word Deseret 
being from the Book of Mormon, signifying, so the writer says, ‘‘the honey 
bee. 9? 

Here we nae leave our Reverend friend, albeit Doctor of Divinity and 
minister of the Primitive Methodist Church it would appear, but why a 
church needs its doctors we may not guess, except the churches are sick, 
diseased, and needing the ministry of salaried practitioners to keep within 
them the little life they have. The ‘‘ Mormons” have no use for euch officials, 
they prefer those inspired men against whom the doctor sneers—men not so 


highly educated as to read the Scriptures in the ‘‘ original tongue,” but like 
‘‘the fisherman of Galilee,” ‘‘ chosen of God and called.”” Many, many years. 


of experience among these men says, that no such flagrant errors or mis- 


statements are made by even the most ignorant, as are made in this Chester 


Lecture by the enee famed Dr. Antliff, the discoverer of ‘‘ the Desolate News !”
